DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in tlnis 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 10/27/09 has been entered. 



Response to Amendment 

The declarations under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on 10/2/09 are insufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1 and 2 based upon Mattiola et al. in view of 
Niedwiecki et al. as set forth in the last Office action because: It states that the claimed 
subject matter solved a problem that was long standing in the art. Even though there is 
a showing that others of ordinary skill in the art were working on the problem, there is no 
evidence that if persons skilled in the art who were presumably working on the problem 
knew of the teachings of the above cited references, they would still be unable to solve 
the problem. See MPEP § 716.04. 

In view of the foregoing, when all of the evidence is considered, the totality of the 
rebuttal evidence of nonobviousness fails to outweigh the evidence of obviousness. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mattiola et al. in view of Niedwiecki et al. 

The Mattiola et al. reference discloses a system for inspecting, evacuating, vaporizing 
and compressing a gas such as oxygen into gas cylinders (see Column 4, line 5 to 
Column 6, line 20), but doesn't disclose the concept of transporting the system to the 
site of filling. However, the Niedwiecki et al. reference discloses another "mobile gas 
canister transfilling station" (see Figures 4-6) wherein the system is transported to the 
site of filling (see disclosure). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the Mattiola et al. 
system by making it mobile in view of the teachings of the Niedwiecki et al. reference in 
order to simplify the refilling of gas cylinders or vehicles for the end user by bringing the 
product to the site of filling.

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114.
